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INTRODUCTION 

Established  in  1963  as  a  means  of  providing  a  closer  liaison  between 
state  and  local  natural  resource  programs,  the  Division  of  Conservation 
Services  functions  principally  to  assist  regional  conservation  districts, 
municipal  park,  recreation  and  conservation  commissions  in  their  efforts 
to  preserve  and  acquire  open  space  and  recreational  lands;  and  to  assist 
them  in  managing  and  properly  developing  those  natural  resources.   The 
division  provides  technical  and  financial  assistance  to  the  sixteen  (16) 
conservation  districts  and  to  municipal  park,  recreation  and  conservation 
commissions.   The  Division  also  acts  as  the  conduit  through  which  federal 
Land  and  Water  Conservation  Fund  financial  assistance  is  made  available 
to  other  state  or  county  agencies  or  special  districts  for  outdoor  re- 
creation facility  acquisition  or  development. 

PROGRAMS 

The  Division's  major  responsibilities  include; 

-  Administration  of  four  grant-in-aid  programs 

•  Federal  Land  &  Water  Conservation  Fund  (P.L.  88-578) 

•  "Self -Help  Fund 

•  Urban  Self-Help  Fund  (C.  933,  Acts  of  1977,  as  amended) 

•  Massachusetts  UPARR  Program  (C.  132A  S.11E) 

-  Review  and  processing  of  conservation  restrictions  (C.  184,  S.  31-33) 

-  Review  of  Municipal  Open  Space/Recreation  plans  which  are  a  require- 
ment for  participation  in  the  division's  grant  programs. 

-  Administration  of  funds  allocated  to  the  16  conservation  districts 
and  coordination  of  district  activities,  i.e.  provisions  of  technical 
assistance  to  municipal  conservation  and  recreation  commissions  and 
to  private  individuals  in  natural  resource  matters. 

The  division  staff  currently  consists  of  a  Director;  Coordinator,  State 
and  Municipal  Recreation  Program,  one  Land  Use  Administrator,  Five  Assistant 
Regional  Forest  and  Park  Supervisors  who  work  for  the  division  and  are 
located  in  each  of  the  five  regional  headquarters  of  the  Department  of  En- 
vironmental Management;  and  a  Principal  Clerk. 

PERSONNEL  CHANGES 

During  fiscal  year  1982  Dan  O'Brien,  Coordinator,  State  and  Municipal 
Recreation  Program  left  the  division  and  was  promoted  by  the  Department  of 
Environmental  Management  to  the  position  of  Fiscal  Manager,  division  of 
Acquisition  and  Construction.  Dana  Samuelson  was,  in  turn,  promoted  from 
the  ranks  of  D.E.M.  to  fill  Mr.  O'Briens  position  in  April  of  1982.

Helen  Murphy,  principle  clerk,  left  her  position  to  take  a  promotion 
with  the  Division  of  Solid  Waste  in  D.E.M.  in  June  of  1982.   Her  replace- 
ment, Doris  Dewey  started  working  for  the  division  early  in  fiscal  year 
1983  but  resigned  in  January  of  1983.   She,  in  turn,  was  replaced  by 
Robin  Lewis  late  in  the  fiscal  year. 


As  a  result  of  budget  reductions  in  fiscal  year  1981  and  due  to  the 
inability  to  fill  two  vacant  Senior  Clerk  Stenographer  positions  the 
Legislature  eliminated  these  unfilled  civil  service  positions.   Fiscal 
year  1982  was  particularly  disappointing  in  that  further  salary  account 
reductions  required  laying  off  Johnathan  Geer,  Land  Use  Administrator. 
Mr.  Geer  administered  the  division's  Self-Help  programs.   The-  Land  Use 
Administrator  civil  service  position  was  also  eliminated  by  the  Legisla- 
ture. 


To  compound  personnel  matters,  the  division's  review  appraiser, 
John  Sullivan,  returned  to  the  Department , of  Environmental  Quality 
Engineering  from  whence  he  was  on  loan.   His  appraisal  expertise  will  be 
sorely  missed. 

PROGRAM  CHANGES 

During  fiscal  year  1982,  Congress  failed  to  appropriate  any  money 
to  the  States  from  the  Land  and  Water  Conservation  Fund.   Resultingly, 
there  was  no  Land  and  Water  Conservation  Fund  grant  round  for  FY- 1982. 
Stating  the  action  was  only  a  one  year  moratorium,  Congress  kept  their  word 
by  appropriating  $75,000,000  from  the  FY-83  annual  account  and  a  supplemen- 
tal appropriation  of  $40,000,000  from  the  "Jobs  Bill"  (P.L.  98-8).   A 
more  detailed  analysis  of  the  nrogram  follows. 

Unlike  the  federal  program,  the  Self-Help  and  Urban  Self-Help  programs 
kept  moving  right  along.   Both  received  additional  appropriations  by  the 
Legislature  during  fiscal  years  1982  or  1983.   The  following  presents  the 
status  of  the  bond  fund  appropriations  going  back  some  10  years.

*  $350,000  subsquently  transferred  by  the  Legislature  to  the  Division  of 
Capital  Planning  Office  for  the  purchase  of  the  Tenney  Estate  in  Methuen. 
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Of  the  sums  appropriated  above,  some  $5,000,000  in  Self-Help  funds 
remain  for  the  FY- 1984  grant  round  and  some  $5,000,000  for  the  Urban 
Self-Help  program. 

The  1982  Urban  Self-Help  bond  act  also  permitted  up  to  20%  of  the 
appropriation  to  be  utilized  in  conjunction  with  the  National  Park  Service 
Urban  Park  and  Recreation  Recovery  Program.   Language  problems  with  the 

outside  language  of  the  act  were  subsequently  corrected  in  FY-83  by  Chapter 
167,  Acts  of  19ff3. 


A  more  detailed  discussion  of  the  Self-Help,  Urban  Self-Help  and  UPARR 
Programs  follows. 

Land  and  Water  Conservation  Fund  Program 

The  Land  and  Water  Conservation  Fund  Program  (P.L.  88-578)  is  admin- 
istered nationally  by  the  National  Park  Service  and  provides  matching  grants 
to  the  state,  and  through  the  state,  to  its  political  subdivisions  for  the 
acquisition  and  development  of  public  outdoor  recreation  areas  and  facilities. 
Projects  must  be  in  accord  with  the  Massachusetts  Statewide  Comprehensive 
Outdoor  Recreation  Plan  (SCORP)  which  is  maintained  by  the  Department  of 
Environmental  Management's  planning  office.   The  Secretary  of  Environmental 
Affairs  has  been  designated  by  the  Governor  to  act  as  the  State  Liaison 
Officer  for  grant  program  administration.   The  Secretary,  in  turn,  has  assigned 
program  administration  to  the  division. 

The  fifty  (50)  states,  the  territories  of  Guam,  American  Samoa,  Puerto 
Rico,  Virgin  Islands,  the  District  of  Columbia  and  federal  agencies  receive 
money  annually  from  Congressional  appropriations  from  the  Land  and  Water  Con- 
servation Fund.   The  states' 'side  of  the  appropriation  is  apportioned  among 
the  several  states  and  territories  by  a  fixed  formula  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Interior. 

The  Fund  is  financed  by  revenues  the  federal  government  receives  from 
off-shore  oil  and  mineral  lease  sales,  sales  of  surplus  properties,  and  motor 
boat  fuel  taxes. 

The  Reagan  administration's  1982  budget  did  not  include  an  appropriation 
to  the  states'  side  of  the  program  and  Congress  acquiesed  by  placing  a  one 
year  moratorium  on  the  state  grant  program.   The  disruption  caused  considerable 
confusion  with  prospective  applicants  who  had  come  to  rely  upon  the  money  as 
their  park  restoration  fund  support.

33  final  and  partial  payments  totalling  $2,236,574.31  were  received  and  credited  to 
project  sponsors  in  FY- 1982. 
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Fiscal  year  1983  saw  Congress  regroup  from  the  initial  budget  cutting 
strategies  of  the  Reagan  Administration  and  renewed  support  for  the  Land  and 
Water  Conservation  Fund  program  surfaced  with  an  aopropriation  of  $75,000,000 
to  the  Fund.   An  additional  $40,000,000  was  appropriated  for  park  renovation 
projects  in  the  federal  "Jobs  Bill."  The  respective  apportionments  from  each 
source  were  $  1,681,496.00  and  $  952,000.00  ($2,633,496.00  total).   Due  to  the 
lateness  of  the  appropriation,  a  special  grant  round  was  held  in  April  of  1983.

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Since  1965,  Massachusetts  has  received  some  $72,950,192.44  from  the  Fund. 
Over  22,014  acres  of  land  and  water  have  been  acquired  78   applicants  utilizing 
$25,490,096.95  in  Land  and  Water  Conservation  Fund  monies.   Five  planning  grants 
totalling  $904,125.72  have  been  awarded  to  D.E.M.  for  S.C.O.R.P.,  and  the  balance 
of  $46,555,969.82  went  to  municipal  or  state  park  development  or  renovation  pro- 
jects -  in  some  208  separate  grants. 

For  a  detailed  listing  of  all  grants  to  the  Commonwealth  please  refer  to 
Appendix  "A". 

CONSERVATION  RESTRICTION  PROGRAM 

In  accordance  with  M.G.L.  c.181  s. 31-33,  conservation  restrictions  must 
be  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  Environmental  Affairs.   The  Secretary  has  also 
delegated  this  program  administration  to  the  Division. 

Some  35  restrictions  were  approved  by  the  Secretary  in  FY- 1982  and  some 
23  in  FY-1983.   The  total  number  of  acres  placed  under  conservation  restrictions 
for  both  years  was  945.49. 

The  following  table  lists  the  numbers  of  conservation  restrictions  approved 
by  fiscal  year  and  their  holders  since  1970.

The  uncertainty  over  the  pending  I.R.S.  tax  code  rules  and  regualtions 
regarding  charitable  deductions  for  conservation  purposes  continues  to  have  a 
dampening  effect  upon  potential  donors  of  conservation  restrictions.   However, 
the  I.R.S.  did  promulgate  proposed  program  rules  in  the  "Federal  Register"  on 
Monday,  May  23,  1983  (Vol.  48,  No.  100). 
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Th  e  I.R.S.  extended  the  public  comment  period  to  September  30,  1983  and  also 
has  planned  a  public  hearing  for  sometime  during  the  month. 

While  the  initial  nationwide  and  statewide  reaction  of  land  trust  organ- 
izations was  one  of  concern,  it  is  hoped  the  promulgation  of  the  final  federal 
regulations  will  give  the  Commonwealth  a  useful  model  with  which  to  pattern  its 
approval  process  after.

SELF-HELP  PROGRAM 

Since  writing  the  1981  fiscal  year  report,  the  Self-Help  Program  (c.l32A,  S.ll) 
received  two  additional  bond  fund  appropriations  from  the  Legislature.   In  Chapter 
784,  Acts  of  1981  some  $5,000,000  was  authorized.   In  Chapter  313,  Acts  of  1982  an 
additional  $3,000,000  was  appropriated  for  conservation  land  acquisition  grants  to 
municipalities . 

As  mentioned  in  the  previous  annual  report  the  FY- 1982  funding  cycle  started 
with  a  program  balance  of  approximately  $750,000.

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Of  particular  note  were  the  Mashpee,  Milton  and  West  Tisbury  projects. 
The  Makepeace/Wiljoles  property  in  Mashpee  preserved  over  123  acres  of  active 
cranberry  bogs  which  the  Town  proposes  to  maintain  not  only  for  their  income 
potential  but  for  the  preservation  of  the  cultivation  of  cranberries  in  Mash- 
pee.  The  project  also  will  provide  a  swimming  beach  on  John's  Pond  and  pro- 
tect some  3000  feet  of  the  Quashnet  River  an  important  alewife  and  "salter" 
run. 

The  Milton  Hornfels  Quarry  will  protect  an  archeological  site  of  state- 
wide importance  and  will  add  to  the  Blue  Hills  Reservation  park  system. 

The  West  Tisbury  Greenlands  acquisition  was  particularly  unique  in  that 
the  Town  (ratified  at  Town  Meeting)  demonstrated  the  water  bearing  potential 
of  the  underlying  acquifer  and  agreed  to  share  its  water  with  other  Martha's 
Vineyard  Towns.  Being  adjacent  o  the  Department  of  Environmental  Management's 
state  forest,  the  town  also  agreed  to  develop  a  joint  management  program  for 
the  property  and  swap  a  piece  of  town  land  for  state  property  thereby  elimin- 
ating private  inholding  access  problems  for  the  D.E.M.  while  providing  trail 
access  and  parking  for  the  Town.

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URBAN  SELF-HELP  PROGRAM 

Chapter  933,  Acts  of  1977  authorized  the  Secretary  of  the  Executive 
Office  of  Environmental  Affairs  to  provide  grants  of  up  to  80%  to  aid  cities 
and  urban  towns  (population  35,000  and  up)  acquire  land  for  park  and  recreation 
purposes.   The  1978  Capital  Outlay,  chapter  513,  Acts  of  1978  authorized 
$5,000,000  for  the  program,  $3,350,000  was  authorized  via  chapter  578,  Acts 
of  1980  and  an  additional  $5,000,000  was  authorized  via  chapter  313,  Acts  of 
1982.   The  1980  and  1982  legislative  appropriations  also  permitted  the  Secretary 
to  utilize  15%  and  20%  of  the  respective  appropriations  for  National  Park 
Service  UPARR  grant  matches.   The  UPARR  program  will  be  discussed  in  the 
following  section. 

The  program  provides  financial  assistance  for  land  acquisition  and 
ancillary  costs  such  as  title  searches,  appraisal  costs,  relocation  fees  and 
recording  costs. 

The  two  main  objectives  of  the  program  are  to  provide  sorely  needed  park 
and  recreation  space  in  neighborhoods  deficient  in  park  space  and  to  help  spur 
urban  revitalization  efforts  by  providing  an  open  space  amienity  which  will  help 
lever  other  private  capital  in  redevelopment  programs. 

Program  activity  dropped  markedly  in  fiscal  years  1982  and  1983  as  the 
impacts  of  Proposition  2^  hit  the  older  urban  communities  hardest.

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URBAN  PARK  AND  RECREATION  RECOVERY  PROGRAM  (UPARR) 

The  Urban  Park  and  Recreation  Recovery  Act  (P.L.  95-625,  Title  X)  enacted  in 
November,  1978  by  Congress  established  a  program  to  provide  matching  federal  grants 
directly  to  distressed  local  urban  governments  for  the  revitalization  of  their 
existing  recreation  systems.   It  is  a  five  year  program  administered  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Interior,  National  Park  Service (formerly  the  HCRS).   National  Park  Service 
may  fund  up  to  70%  of  the  total  project  cost  and  can  increase  to  85%  if  the  state 
provides  a  15%  match. 

In  association  with  the  federal  program,  a  state  UPARR  Program  was  authorized 
by  Chapter  578,  Section  49  of  the  Acts  of  1980.   Local  governments  which  are 
eligible  to  receive  federal  UPARR  financial  assistance  may  concurrently  receive  up 
to  15%  of  project  costs  from  the  Commonwealth.   The  1980  legislation,  however, 
limited  the  amount  available  for  UPARR  purposes  to  15%  of  the  appropriation  or 
$670,000.00.   The  $670,000  was  quickly  committed  to  seven  applicants  as  reported 
in  the  previous  annual  report  for  the  period  1979  -  1981. 

4 

There  was  no  UPARR  appropriation  by  Congress  in  FY- 1982  and  thus  no  state 
program  that  year.   However,  in  preparation  for  an  anticipated  FY  1983  appropriation 
the  Division  sought  and  received  approval  to  utilize  additional  monies  for  UPARR 
participation  in  the  1982  "Off-Street  Parking"  capital  outlay.   Chapter  313,  Acts 
of  1982  appropriated  an  additional  $5,000,000  to  the  Urban  Self-Help  Fund  and 
c.167,  Acts  of  1983  authorized  the  division  to  utilize  up  to  20%  or  $1,000,000  for 
UPARR  purposes. 

Though  Congress  did  not  appropriate  any  money  for  the  UPARR  program  in  1982 
it  did  keep  the  program  alive  by  authorizing  $40,000,000  in  the  Emergency  Jobs 
Act  of  1983  (P.L.  98-8).   The  intent  of  the  appropriation  was  twofold  -  to  keep 
the  program  alive  and  to  spur  employment. 

Because  of  Congress'  desire  to  assure  rapid  implementation,  the  grants  had 
to  be  obligated  before  October  1,  1983,  construction  work  commenced  before 
January  1,  1984,  and  projects  closed-out  before  September  30,  1984.

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The  prognosis  for  funding  of  these  projects  in  the  next  fiscal  year  looks  good. 

As  of  this  writing,  only  one  UPARR  project  has  been  closed-out  and  reimburse- 
ment made.   Some  $47,735  was  paid  to  Attleborough,  for  their  Recreation  Center 
Rehabilitation. 

OPEN  SPACE  PLAN  REVIEW 

One  of  the  prerequisites  for  receiving  assistance  from  any  of  the  four  grant- 
in-aid  programs  administered  by  the  Division  of  Conservation  Services  previously 
discussed  in  the  report  is  that  a  municipality  submit  to  the  Division  of  Conservation 
Services  and  obtain  approval  of  a  conservation  and/or  recreation  plan  prepared  or 
updated  within  the  past  five  years.   This  planning  requirement  was  established  in  1967 
to  encourage  a  systematic  method  of  meeting  local  and  regional  conservation,  recreation 
and  open  space  needs . 

The  Division  of  Conservation  Services  encourages  communities  to  develop  conserva- 
tion and/or  recreation  plans  not  only  as  a  requirement  for  receiving  grant  assistance 
but  also  because  such  plans  provide  a  meaningful  and  valuable  community  planning  and 
action  tool  in  making  land  use  decisions. 

Several  types  of  planning  documents  may  be  submitted.   Joint  plans,  usually  pre- 
pared with  the  cooperation  of  several  municipal  agencies,  that  cover  conservation  and 
recreation  issues  may  provide  eligibility  for  all  four  programs.   Plans  prepared  by 
an  individual  municipal  Agency  that  deal  only  with  conservation  or  recreation  issues 
may  provide  eligibility  for  only  one  of  the  programs  (i.e.  a  recreation  plan  alone 
may  provide  eligibility  solely  for  participation  in  the  Land  and  Water  Conservation 
Fund  Program  or  a  conservation  plan  alone  may  provide  eligibility  for  participation  in 
the  Self-Help  Program). 

The  conservation  and/or  recreation  open  space  plan  may  be  written  either  "in 
house"  by  local  municipal  agencies  and  volunteers  or  by  a  consultant.   The  Division 
of  Conservation  Services  makes  no  stipulation  concerning  who  produces  the  plan. 

The  division's  1978  planning  guidelines  were  modified  slightly  in  1982  to  insure 
icipalities  included  rare  species  habitat  and  prime  agricultural  lands  issues  in 
~r  plans. 

Please  refer  to  Appendix  B  for  the  current  eligibility  list  of  those  communities 
which  have  filed  open  space  and  recreation  plans  with  the  division. 

CONSERVATION  DISTRICTS 

As  required  by  M.G.L.  Chapter  21,  Section  19,  the  Committee  For  Conservation  of 
Soil,  Water  and  Related  resources  met  quarterly  during  the  fiscal  years  1982  and  1983 
on  the  second  Thursday  of  January,  April,  July  and  October.

Lee  Davis,  representing  the  Massachusetts  Association  of  Conservation  Districts,  was 
twice  re-elected  as  chairman  in  both  fiscal  years  1982  and  1983. 

During  the  past  two  years  several  members  of  the  Committee  departed  either  for 
new  job  assignments  or  by  retirement.   John  McColgan  after  many  years  in  the  Legisla- 
ture and  then  in  the  Department  of  Food  and  Agriculture  retired  from  the  State  Re- 
clamation Board  in  June  of  1983  and  was  replaced  by  Lew  Wells. 
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James  Gutensohn  replaced  previous  D.E.M.  Commissioner  William  Hicks  in  January 
of  1981  and  Daniel  Padberg  was  appointed  Dean  of  the  College  of  Food  and  Natural 
Resources  replacing  acting  Dean  Dr.  James  Kring  in  1982. 

During  FY- 1983  Sherman  Lewis,  State  Conservationist  was  replaced  by  Rex  0.  Tracey 
as  the  Soil  Conservation  Service  advisory  member  to  the  Committee.   We  wish  Sherman 
luck  in  his  new  appointment  as  State  Conservationist  in  Nebraska  and  welcome  Rex  Tracey 

STATE  COMMITTEE  ACTIVITIES 

During  1982  and  1983  the  State  Committee  was  able  to  accomplish  and  provide 
direction  to  the  Director  of  Conservation  Services  and  to  the  Conservation  Districts 
in  the  following  areas: 

(1)  Filed  legislation  in  both  years  to  revise  c.  21,  s.  18-25.  Unfortunately 
the  legislation  died  in  the  House  Ways  and  Means  Committee  both  years. 

(2)  Provided  1/3  funding  for  the  Northeastern  Massachusetts  Interim  Soil  Survey 
Report.   (Available  to  towns,  developers,  engineers,  etc.  in  Essex,  Middlesex,  Worceste 
and  Suffolk  counties  through  the  districts  in  these  counties). 

(3)  Provided  funds  to  the  Connecticut  Valley  Districts  (Hampden,  Hampshire  and 
Franklin)  to  present  the  New  England  Tillage  conference  in  cooperation  with  other 
Federal,  State  and  local  agencies. 

(4)  Held  training  sessions  for  district  supervisors  around  the  state.   Supervisor 
from  the  State  of  Connecticut  also  attended  one  of  the  sessions. 

(5)  Published  "Massachusetts  Land  and  Water"  in  conjunction  with  a  grant  from 
the  Massachusetts  Association  of  Conservation  Districts  and  the  United  States  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture/Soil  Conservation  Service. 

(6)  Provided  financing  to  the  Southeastern  Conservation  District  (Bristol,  Cape 
Cod,  Norfolk  and  Plymouth)  for  a  Southeastern  Water  Educational  conference  to  be  held 
in  the  spring  of  1983. 

(7)  Assisted  the  Director  in  alloting  state  appropriations  during  FY-1982  and 
FY-1983  to  the  16  conservation  districts. 

Several  of  the  above  accomplishments  resulted  from  the  recommendations  made  by 
the  Ad-Hoc  Committee  created  in  1980  by  Chairman,  Lee  Davis,  of  the  State  Committee 
for  the  Conservation  of  Soil,  Water  and  Related  Resources. 
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DISTRICT  ACTIVITIES 

On  March  23,  1982  the  Connecticut  Valley  Conservation  Districts  utilizing  a 
$5,000  seed  grant  from  the  State  Committee  and  aid  from  other  agencies  held  a  New 
England  Conservation  Tillage  Conference  at  the  Springfield  Civic  Center.   Attended 
by  some  700  farmers  from  throughout  New  England,  the  conference  presented  the  latest 
"no-till"  agriculture  methods  and  its  cost  and  benefits.   The  conference  proved  such 
a  success  that  a  second  conference  was  held  in  March  of  1983.   The  state  Committee 
authorized  the  conference  profits  to  remain  in  districts  hands  for  the  furtherance 
of  no-till  agriculture  in  the  Connecticut  Valley. 

In  July  of  1982  the  Bristol  Conservation  District  received  a  $10,000  grant  from 
the  Bristol  County  Commissioners  to  construct  canoe  launching  areas  along  the  Taunton  . 
River.   Working  with  a  local  U.S.  Army  Construction  Battalion  the  district  constructed 
three  launching  sites. 

The  division  of  the  Connecticut  River  Valley  Districts  also  received  a  special 
project  grant  from  the  Society  for  Promoting  Agriculture  during  FY-82  to  purchase  a 
"no-till"  seeder  to  promote  no-till  technology  in  the  valley.   Leased  to  farmers  other- 
wise reluctant  to  purchase  another  piece  of  expensive  equipment,  the  district  super- 
visors hoped  to  demonstrate  to  farmers  the  soil  conservation  and  energy  savings  possible 
through  no-till  operations.   The  program  has  also  proven  to  be  a  huge  success. 

The  Dukes  Conservation  District  took  a  lead  role  (not  to  mention  providing  financial 
assistance)  with  S.C.S.,  through  the  Resource  Conservation  and  Development  Program,  and 
undertook  an  important  dune  restoration  program  on  Norton  Point  in  Edgartown.   Owned 
by  the  County  Commissioners,  Norton  Point  -  a  2%  mile  barrier  beach,  is  an  important 
shellfishing,  recreation  and  wildlife  resource.   The  RC  and  D  project  consisted  of  the 
installation  of  8,675  feet  of  snowfence,  the  planting  of  24^  acres  of  beachgrass  and 
the  installation  49  information  signs  to  direct  off-road  vehicular  traffic. 

Of  particular  note  was  a  project  undertaken  by  the  Middlesex  Conservation  District 
during  this  reporting  period.  The  district  established  a  farmland  clearinghouse  program 
designed  to  match  farmers  with  land  available  for  lease  or  purchase.   The  district 
acquired  a  computer  to  assist  program  operation  and  it  proved  so  successful  that  other 
districts  in  the  state  and  around  the  country  are  implementing  similar  programs. 

In  FY-83,  Middlesex  Conservation  District  also  instituted  a  fish  program  as  a 
public  service  to  pond  owners  in  the  county.   For  a  fee,  the  district  provided  bass 
and  forage  fish,  together  with  a  pH  kit,  instructions  on  pond  maintenance  and  a  propa- 
gators license. 

BERKSHIRE  -  FRANKLIN  RC  &  D  PROGRAM  EXPANSION 

Late  in  April  of  1983  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  authorized  the 
expansion  of  the  Berkshire-Franklin  Resource  Conservation  and  Development  Program  to 
include  Hampshire  and  Hampden  Counties.   Renamed  the  Berkshire-Pioneer  Area  the  designa- 
tion provides  greater  Soil  Conservation  Services  technical  and  financial  assistance  to 
undertake  rural  conservation  and  development  projects. 

While  the  Soil  Conservation  Service  administers  the  RC  and  D  program,  projects  are 
locally  initiated  and  directed  by  an  RC  and  D  Council.   Each  RC  and  D  area  has  its  own 
goals  which  may  include  development  of  land  and  water  for  agricultural  municipal  or 
industrial  use;  expansion  of  recreation  facilities;  improving  markets  for  crops,  livestock 
or  forest  products;  and  improving  needed  community  facilities. 
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Massachusetts  has  a  second  RC  and  D  area  which  covers  Bristol,  Plymouth, 
Cape  Cod  and  the  Islands  known  as  the  Pilgrim  RC  and  D  area. 

Districts  play  a  major  role  in  both  programs. 

OTHER  ACTIVITIES 


In  addition  to  the  above,  conservation  districts  conducted  or  sponsored 
numerous  annual  tree  seedling  sales,  forestry  workshops,  wildlife  workshops,  and 
conducted  numerous  farm  tours  and  counselled  thousands  of  landowners  with  natural 
resource  problems.
